Famous Prisoner Will Not 
Be Given Freedom Until 
Christmas Day. 


Eugene V. Debs, famous socialist 
leader, will not “get out of the 
trenches before Christmas.” He will 
remain in the fedegal. prison in At- 
lanta until Christmas day, according 
to the terms of the commutation of 
his sentence, which were received in 
Atlanta Friday night. 

All day Friday newspaper reporters 
representing all leading press services 
and Atlanta papers, newspaper pho- 
tographers, moving picture camera 
men and close friends and relatives 
of the noted socialist, waited in the 
lobby of the federal prison’ for the 
release of the famous prisoher, but 
their wati was in vain.: News dis- 
patches carried the baihenainthon that 
Debs’ sentence had been commuted 
to present service but no inkling was 
given as to the hour of his release. 
After waiting all day those interested 
in the release of Debs heard authori- 
tative news from Attorney-General 
Daugherty that the commutation of 
Debs’ sentence was effective Susy, 
Christmas day. 

Wait For Release. 
Theodore Debs, of Texre Haute; 
Ind., a brother of the prisener ; David 
Karstner, representative @f the So- 
cialist New York Cafi; Samuel 
Castleton, of Atlanta, Debs’ lawyer, 
and representatives of The New York 
World, the Associated Press and other 
ress services, were among those who 
waited all day Friday for the release 
of the prisoner. 

Warden J. E. Dyche, head of the 
federal prison, announced late Friday 
afternoon that he had received no 
orders to release Debs and that it 


was highly probable that h® would 
not receive such orders until Satur-

Splendid ‘Work of Con- 
vention Bureau in Adver- 
tising Atlanta Shown in 
Report by Fred Houser. 


In the last nine years Atlanta has 
entertained 1,525 convention, drawing 
an attendance of approximately 1,000,- 
000 people. The year 1921, which is 
nearing a close, has been the greatest 
year in Atlanta’s history, 349 conven- 

s having been held here, with more 
t.an 100,000 delegates and visitors. It 
is estima that during the last nine 
years delépates have spent $25,000,000 
in Atlan 

These facts are taken from the 1921 
report of the Atlanta Convention bu- 
reau, which was issued Friday by Fred 
Houser, secretary. The bureau was 
organized in 1913 by Wilmer L. Moore, 
then president of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Fred Houser has 
béen secretary ever since its organiza- 
tion. John G. Russell i. assistant 
secretary. 

At the time of its orga ization, the 
chamber of commerce was the only 
agency active in bringing conventions 
to Atlanta. In 1912, only 50 meetings 
were held here. The number has in- 
creased every ear since and in 1921 
reached 349. 

$3,000,000 Left in City. 

“There were 25,000 more registered 
delegates attending the 1921 meetings 
than in 1920,” says the bureau's re- 
port. “Figuring that each delegate 
spent a minimum of $10 per day, and 
that they stayed an average of three 
days (these are figures and amounts 
derived by the National Association 
of Convention Bureaus from facts 
turned. in by the leading convention 
bureaus of our country) makes a total 
of $3,000,000 lef% in our city by con-

000 to relieve the general financial 
depression, $8,000,000 of which has 
| been used in Georgia and Florida, is 
necessary for the state to secure the 
greatest good from the institution was 
the assertion of leaders in the corpo- 
ration’s activities here Friday. Par- 
ticular attention of small, solidly- 
founded and well-conducted banks of 
this section was drawn to the matter.

Finding itself, in turn, unable 
to meet its own obligations to its cor- 
respondents, it is unable to make oth- 
er or further extensions in its com- 
munity because of inability to obtain 
the cash. 

Under the system of the War Fi- 
nance corporation, that bank may com- 
bine the substantial notes and securi- 
ties it holds from thé individuals, even 
though they now stand due and un- 
paid, compute the aggregate of these |

Frozen Credit Disappears. 

This method does not carry the 
limitation of 30, 60 or at the outside 
90 days, as is the case with the fed:

“The cornerstone of the new Capi- 
tol Avenue Baptist church will be laid 
tomorrow afternoon at 4. o'clock. Rev. 
N. B. O’Kelley, the pastor of the 
church, will preside. 

“The program for the occasion in- 
cludes addresses by several prominen| 
ministers and a distinguished layman 
of the city. They are: Rev. A. T. 
Spalding, D. D.. Rev. J. J. Bennet, 
Dr. W. W. Landrum, Rev. T. W. 
O’Kelley and Judge John T. Pendle- 
ton.” 

A program and short history of the 
church were taken from the corner 
stone box, in which they had been 
placed in 1900.

THE ATTACK OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS. 

No harm is done, though I am not 

sure any good can be done by the 


frequent rinsing of the mouth and 
throat (gargling) with a solution of 
as much boric acid as boiled water 
will dissolve, several times a day, 
when infantile paralysis jis epidemic 
in the community, especially persons 
caring for, or who may*fhave come 
into contact with one ill of the dis. 
ease. No other known antiseptic is 
better than boric acid for the purpose. 

I haye told how easily the feverish 
stage @f;infantile paralysis may be 
mistakem for “tonsilitis” or “grippe,” 
or “just a cold.” In any evénht, the 
child is well treated with prolonged 
warm packs, if the mother knows 
how to give a “hot pack,” ora pro: 
longed warm bath or baths: Phis is 
good for the feverishness, good fog the 
restlessness and tenderness of any, and 
good for the inflammation in the 
spinal cord if the illness happens to 
be poliomyelitis. 

A great many parents saddened by 
a visitation of this cruel disease to a 
child and anxious to procure the best 
me whether 


paralyzed limbs. 

When the doctor puts 
the limb temporarily in such a <dress- 
ing he is giving the most perfeet rest 
to the muscles and nerves, and that 
is by all means the best thing that 
can be done at this stage of the dis- 
ease. 

The general treatment of the fever- 
ish stage of infantile paralysis can- 
not be set down arbitrarily. It must 
be determined by the circumstances. 
The physician must employ remedies 
to meet varying individual conditions. 
And the intelligent use of drugs is 
of great value, although no particu- 
lar drug can be considered in any 
way specific against this a or 
any other. Nor for that mat is 
any known human agency, remedy or 
power to be considered specific 
against any known disease or fault. 
Nature, spelled with a capital N, is 
in this war, against disease, all right. 
but though I recognize nature as a 
blind, treacherous, cruel, yet power: 
ful healer, I feel sure the old charla- 
tan is not tied to any “school,” “sys- 
tem” or scheme of healing. Nature ef- 
fects the cure, we say, in a kind of 
bombastically modest way.

JAILS IN GEORGIA 
WILL BE VISITED 
BY LOCAL BOARDS 


Work of visiting all jails in Geor- 
gia to inspect conditions which will 
be done by local visiting committees 
under the direction of the state board 
of public welfare will begin early in 
January, according to announcement 
made Saturday by Burr Blackburn, 
secretary of the board. More than a 
third of the county committees have 
been appointed. ‘The work is to be 
done by the welfare board in co-opera- 
tion with the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

Georgia has 150 county jails, twice 
as many as any other southern state 


as South Carolina. The jails rep- 
resent an investment of $10,000,000, | 
and more than 10,000 people charged 
with crime are handled every year 
in these jails. Yearly matntenance 
amounts to about $1,000,000 and up 
until abont one year ago there was 
no state-wide system of supervision, 
administration or construction. 

The study of the jails is based on 
a questionnaire and pamphlet enti- 
tled “Humanizing Georgia’s County 
Jails,” issued by the department of 
public welfare, which is in the hands 
of each county committee. This pam- 
phlet has been pronounced the best 
thing yet issued in the country by 
O. F. Lewis, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Prison association, the recognized 
authority on gail and prison stand- 
ards in the Uftited States, who writes 
that it will be used as the textbook 
of the association in promoting jail 
inspections in other states. 
Cass, assistant secretary of the New 
York Prison association, also writes 
that he considers the pamphlet the 
most comprehensive presentation ot 
the subject that has yet come to his 
attention. This association has heen 
inspecting the county jails of New 
York for many years.

Seeking True Peace. 

“Tt is one thing to tal about the 
ideals of peace, but the bigger thing 
is to seek the actuality. is the con- 
ference is doing, in harm@ny with an 
overwhelming American sentiment, 


and a world sentiment, too, and in 
ull accord with cherished American 
traditions.” 

Replying to the question: “Do you 
feel that the world has made great 
progress in the direction of peace and 
good will?’ President Harding said: 
“I think I made some such reply 
to a similar question at the last in- 
terview. I do think so. I believe it 
with all my heart. I do not say that 
with the thought of arrogating to 
the United States of America any 
greater part of the contribution than 
that which has been made by ‘other 
nations of like importance and like 
civilization. But it seems to me that 
in 1921, as we have,come to know 
more fully the aftermath of the war, 
as we have comé to appraise the un- 
speakable cost of it all, there is a 
new conviction in the hearts of men 
that that sort of appeal—the appeal 
to arms—to settle the international 
questions is a futile thing, and that 
we are unworthy of our position and 
unworthy of the blessings which fall 
to a righteous civilization if we do not 
find some means for a righteous ad- 
justment without appeal to slaughter 
and waste and all the distresses that 
attend. I think that conviction has 
rooted itself throughout the world, 
and there must come some helpful, 
I think 
that expression is being given at this 
conference. have no thought to 
preach on this subject today, but 
make your own applications, please. 

To Obviate Wars. 

“When men sit about the conference 
table and look each other in the face 
+and look upon the problems deliberate- 
ly, without passion, they find the way 
to come to an agreement. «-nd, after 
all, there has never been a conflict in 
the world, that has not been settled 
in the end in that way. You haye a 
war; you destroy thousands of mil- 
lions of men and meastreless treasure, 
and then you gather about a table and 
settle it. I have a feeling that man- 
kind has become wise enough to sit 
down before tue war, and try ‘ settle 
it. And that is the, object of the 
four-party treaty. Thit is why I say 
the small lack of agreement in con- 
struing itis not significant. 

“Why, if there was a menace of 
peace in Japan, what objection could 
there be for the United States to sit 
down with her friend in the Orient, 
and with the other great powers, and 
discuss how the matter could be ad- 
justed? some one had done that 
when Austria was threatening Servia, 
there would have been no European 
war. The whole purpose of this con- 
ference is to provide some means 
‘where just, thoughtful, righteous peo- 
ples, who are not seeking to seize 
something ‘which does not belong to

With this’ tip, I hunted up the 
steamship people.

The field of sport for the winter 
months offers many novelties if one 
visits the islands. Golf, of course, has 
become the winter game all over the 
frocone and middle south, and has

| Practically universal, Baseball has 
spread through Ouba, the Isle of Pines 
and Porto Rico, and is played largely 
in the canal zone, and occasionally in 
the British islands. Cricket and soc- 
eer football, bowever, prevail as the 
major sports in the British islands, 
among the whites. 

Outside of the recognized sports, 
however, there are many that are 
strange to Americans that the winter 
tourist may glimpse. Whether any of 
them are worth while as possible of 
adaptation as popular sports in the 
United States is quite doubtful, 


Jai Ali Is Popular. 


Jal Ali, one of the most popular 
sports of Cuba, is, of course, fairly 
well known in the states, although it 
never has gained any popularity. It 
was tried in St. Louis during the 
world’s fair, and while it drew crowds 
and appealed to the American sense 
of speed, it failed to win popularity. 
The Amegicans who swarm into Cuba 
since racing was promoted on a big 
scale there, and sinee this country 
went dry, like jai ali. With the ex- 
ception of ice hockey, it is perhaps the 
fastest ganfe played, an@ the speed and 
skill of the good players in Cuba and 
South and Central America with the 
paddles and ball are marvelous. To 
those who have not seen it, it is neces- 
sary to state that it is a combination 
of handball and court tennis played 
with curved, paddle-like bats. 

Unfortunately, in the majority of 
Latin-American cities the game has 
been used as a_ garbling attraction 
more than as a sport, and its reputa- 
tion for honesty in gome places is not 
good.

Cock Fighting: Also Popular 


Cock fighting is another great sport 
in the islands, and in the Latin-Ameri- 
gas. It once was extremely popular 
in the United States, although it has 
almost passed out.. Last winter two 
young men from eastern Pennsylvania 
took several dozen birds to Cuba and 
later to Central America, and return- 
ed with a fortune won from the ¢ongi- 
dent natives, who did not know’ ‘the 
peril of wagering against a fighting 
bird which was a cross between a red 
Maryland chicken and a New Jersey 
bred Mongolian pheasant.

Cricket in the Bermudas. 


In the islands under British con- 
trol, of course, cricket is played, and 
in the Bermudas teams of blacks play- 
ing a form of cricket which is not 
cricket, are seen, although the natives 
and the imported blacks do not seem 
to take kindly to the British game. 
‘If the American lover of boxing de- 
sires real action, he can see it at 
Gonaives, in Haiti. One of the great- 
est battles between men I ever wit- 
nessed was thete. Two huge blacks 
fought in a circle of natives. ‘The 
“fight” was preceded by a sort of 
dance of challenge, first one dancing, 
then the other, shouting occasionally 
as if in defiance. I suppose the 
darting counted points. Then they 
fought, wrestled, butted and bumped 
each other mercilessly for half an hour 
until one finally butted the other in 
the region of the stomach with his 
head and won. 

Swimming, naturally, would seem 
to be the big sport, but it is not seen 
commonly, at least they do not seem 
to swim for racing purposes. Diving 
contests, however, can be arranged in 
almost any of the islands. Some of the 
best swimmers I have ever seen are 
Barbados  negroes—especially the 
girls—and they deduct 100 per cent 
from a one-piece bathing suit in races. 
There is one beach which perhaps 1s 
unique in the world—fresh water 
bathing in the surf. It is at the 
mouth of a river, and the water for 
hundreds of yards out from the beach 
is unmixed with the salt water, and 
has a peculiar clarity, due perhaps to 
the whiteness of the sand bottom, 


Crude Form of Golf. 


There is a queer sport which» never 
havé seen save at Alaco, in the Baha- 
mas, which consists of throwing stones 
along the beach. Just how it 1s 
scored 1 never could make out, but it 
seems to be a crude kind of golf. The 
boys play it for miles..

Policy in Russia 
Is Now Predicted 


Washington, December 23.—Aban- 
donment of socialism in Russia is pre- 
dicted by recent changes in the eco- 
nomic policy of the soviet government, 
according to a review of the situation 
in that country on the basis of state- 
ments in the soviet controlled press 
issued tonight by the commerce depart- 
ment. 

A new economic policy, the depart- 
ment said, is being evoived by the 
bolshevist leaders lightening the :e- 
strictions of communism and aiming 
at the partial re-establishment of pri- 
vate trade and industry and at in- 
creasing the incentive to production. 
cummunistic management of industry 
in Russia, it added, had resulted ii a 
great décline of production and a gen- 
eral disorganization of economic life 
which has been commented upon em- 
phatically by soviet newspapers while 
the decline is admitted by bolshevist 
leaders. 

Lenine, in a speech in Octobe, rec- 
ognizes the defeat of communism, ac- 
coruing to the department, and is quot- 
ed as saying: 

Lenine Admits Defeat. 

“The substance of ou. new economic 
policy is dictated by the recognition 
vf the fact that we have suffered a 
powerful defeat and commenc:-d a rys- 
tematic strategic retreat. ‘There can 
be no doubt in the minds of com- 
munists that we have suffered defeat 
on the economic front, and a mighty 
crushing defeat, and tuus we are fa- 
cing consciously and deliberately the 
new economic policy.” 

The main features of this new pol- 
icy, the department reported, include 
ths partial restoration of freedom of 
trade in agricultural products: aban- 
donment of the practice of unrestrict- 
ed requisition of labor and the substi- 
tution ef a fixed labor tax, abandon- 
ment of uniform wages for employees 
of the same grade in enterprises oper- 
ated by the state and the substitution 
ol compensation according to the 
service ,endered; leasing to private 
individuals of certain industrial es- 
tablishments hitherto controlled by 
the state, and enterprises still operat- 
ed by the state and to adop commer- 
cial principles, paying private pro- 
ducers and other state enterprises mar- 
ket value for materials and selling 
their products at market value. 

Early Benefits. 

Bolshevis newspapers claim, the de- 
partment continued, that beneficial ef- 
fects have already followed the change 
of policy with respect to compensation 
of labor, and while comparatively few 
important industrial plants have been 
leased, a good many smaller establish- 
ments nave been leased to former own- 
ers and to associations of working- 
men. 

“It is too early,” the department 
said, “to form a judgment as to the 
economic and still less the political 
effects of these new policies. The 
bolshevist leaders themselves express 
uncerta.nty as to how far these new 
tendencies may lead. Taking it alto- 
gether, it would appear th °‘ the situa- 
tion in Russia is, to a greater degree 
than usual, in a state of flux and that 
important and permanent economic 
changes may possibly result. It is 
too early, however, to forecast the ex- 
act direction of those changes, their 
ultimate extent, of the rapidity with 
which they will come about.”

tables by our newspapers. 

The crumbs, which Lazarus sought

Neither will our crumbs, the Christ- 
mas baskets carried to the hovels and 
garrets of the poor, enable us to 
escape the hell, inevitable for the 
world, when’ those, who will have 
starved, but have not died, the under- 
fed children of the under-paid, with 
hodies shrivelled and limbs twisted by 
lack of food, shall pour forth from 
the hell in which they are forced to 
live, if something more is not done. 

Something more will be done. 

Never before have so many men 
and women, like you, seen and heard. 
Increasing more rapidly than ever, 
millions in every land, drawn together 
and stirred by the spirit of pity and 
love, which came into the world with 
Mary’s Son that hard Christmas long 
ago, are demanding that the cruelly 
senseless and useless suffering—the 
butchery of men and boys in battle, 
women and children dying of hunger, 
while men elsewhere burn the grain 
given by God for food—shall cease. 


The Clearest Sign. 


The demands of these millions have 
caused the conference on  disarma- 
ment at Washington. In the call for 
that conference, which alone would 
mark this the best Christmas since 
the angels sang, “Peace on Earth,” 
the very voice of God may be heard 
calling to the men and women of every 
nation, “Now, therefore, ye are no 
more strangers and foreigners, but fel. 
low citizens,”

Chicago Liguor 
Ring Is Baoken, 
Say Dry Agents 


Chicago, December 23.—Exposure 
of one «. the most thoroughly organ- 
ized liquor rings ever operated in Chi- 
cago was accomplished here today, ac- 
cording to federal prohibition agents 
f ‘lowing the arrest of three men and 
the confiscation of 21 barrels of 
whisky. 

The. ring was exposed, according to 
federal agents, after attempts had been 
made to bribe prohibition agents with 
a view to flooding Chicago with 
whisky during the holidays. 

The men under arrest are Dr. fI,.' 
Val Freedman, Samuel D. F eedman, 
his brother, and David Blumfield, all 
of Chicago. According to Edwin L. 
Weisl, assistant district attorney, war- 
rants are being prepared for the ar- 
rest of several other persons, includ- 
ing a number of prominent politicia * 

The liquor ring was brought to light, 
according to federal authorities. when 
an attempt was made to bribe Colonel 
A. C. Earnshaw, chief of the intelli- 
gence uit of the revenue department. 
A fund cf $100,000 had been raised for 
bribery purposes, and $300,000 for the 
purchase of the entire product of three 
distilleries in Kentucky, Colonel Karn- 
shaw said he was told. He said he 
was offered $65,000 to allow the plan 
to proceed. When arraigned charged 
with violation of the federal pregibi- 
tion law today, Dr. Freedman and 
Blumfield were released in bonds of 

$5,000 each, and Samuel Freedman’s 
bonds were fixed at $2,000. Prelim- 


inary hearing was set for January 5.
